The Admiralty made no pro- 
houncement on reported eye-wit- 
ness stories by persons who said 
they saw objects splash in the 
Thames estuary, near London, 
from German planes Wednesday 
night. Naval experts, however, 
said the splashes came from light- 
weight, high explosive mines 
dropped on parachutes. They said 
irplanes could sow the mines in 
Shallow water where submarines 
could not navigate but that they 
considered the aerial minelayers 
to sight and attack than 
those beneath the sea.

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MAYOR FOR BAR ON ILLINOIS 
COAL IF PUBLIC WANTS IT 


Says He Personally Believes That Is Only 
Quick Way to End Smoke Nuisance 
—Ready to Back Ordinance. 


Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
announced today that his admin- 
istration was willing to sponsor an 
“ordinance to bar sale of Illinois 
coal in St. Louis, as the only 
|method of “getting instantaneous 
| results” in the campaign to rid the 
city of smoke, if the plan were ac- 
'ceptable to the public and to busi- 
ness men. 

The Mayor added, however, that 
a suggestion made three years ago 
that sale of Lllinois coal be pro- 
hibited had brought the threat of 
a boycott by Illinois communities 
with which St. Louis business men 
do a $40,000,000 trade annually. He 
also pointed out that the move 
would cut off the source of cheap 
fuel and force “the poor as well 
as the rich” to pay more for coal. 

Two-Hour Meeting on Problem. 

Mayor Dickmann’s announce- 
ment was made after a two-hour 
meeting on the smoke problem with 
Smoke Commissioner Raymond R. 
'Tucker and other department heads 
who make up the Mayor’s Cabinet. 

“Based on our discussion today 
and information I’ve received from 
experts here and in Washington,” 
the Mayor told reporters, “it’s my 
opinion that the only way we can 
bring about an immediate solution 
of the problem is to bar the sale of 
Illinois coal. 

“That was proposed three years 
ago, in the discussions which led 
to passage of our present smoke 
ordinance. At that time I went to 
Belleville and told the people there

that we wanted to do business with 
them but we didn’t want their dirt 
or smoke, 

“What happened was that resi- 


communities held meetings in 
which they threatened to boycott 
all St. Louis retailers and whole- 
sale houses if ,we barred gale of 
their coal, Merchants here were 
concerned about this reaction be- 
cause they do a $40,000,000 business 
in Illinois. 
Recalls Previous Efforts. 

“We finally decided to keep on 
using Illinois coal but to try to 
find a way to make it smokeless. 
The Smoke Commissioner and the 
City Counselor and I conferred 
with Illinois officials and got their 
Legislature to vote an appropria- 
dion for a study by the State Geo- 
logical Survey in an effort to find 
some way to process the coal. 

“That study is going on now, and 
we're trying in every other way to 
seek ‘out every possible plan for as- 
sisting in the solution of the smoke 
problem. Smoke Commissioner 
Tucker has done a good job and the 
administration is solidly behind 
him. , 

“If the public doesn’t want to. wait 
for these moves to show results, 
we'll simply have to bar Illinois 
coal. I want to say again—and the 


business people and everybody else 
ought to know it—that if we want 
instantaneous results, we'll have to 
bar this coal. It’s up to the public

GHEGK PLACES QUAKE 
CENTER IN ILLINOIS 


Records Indicate Origin. Near 
Grigg, 31 Miles Southeast 
of St. Louis. 


A new check of seismograph rec- 
Ords indicated that yesterday’s 
earthquake had its origin near 
Grigg, Randolph County, Iil., 31 
miles southeast of St. Louis, in a 


rural section where little is known 
of the geology, the Rev. James B. 


Macelwane, seismologist at St. 
Louis University said to F 


Post-Dispatch reporter today. | 

Placing the origin northeast of 
Grigg, a hamlet in the Kaskaskia 
River valley, was provisional. Pre- 
viously, before a large-scale map 
was consulted, the epicenter had 
been supposed to be a few miles 
away, near Ames, Monroe County. 

As to the cause, Father Macel- 
wane said: “The presumption is 
that this was of the same character 
we assume all earthquakes to be— 
a faulting of the layers of rock, un- 
der increasing strain, until finally 
they break and slip over each other 
to relieve the strain, which causes 
the earthquake waves. The sudden 


EDWARD MUNSCH 
INDICTED AS BANK 
FINDS EMBEZZLE 


Transferring $10,000 
From Savings Account. 


TWO OTHER COUNTS 
CHARGE FALSE ENTRY 


Based on Alleged With- 
drawal and Return of 
Amount—He Surrenders, 
Gives Bond. 


Edward S. Munsch, former presi- 
dent of the Chippewa Trust Co., 
surrendered at the Federal Build- 
ing today on an indictment charg- 
ing him with embezzling $10,000 
from the bank and making false en- 
tries in the bank’s records. 

The indictment was returned by 
the Federal grand jury last Friday, 
but suppressed until Munsch had 
surrendered. It contains three 
counts, one charging him with 


causing a false entry to be made 
showing a withdrawal of $10,000 
from the savings account of Miss 
Emma M. Ruppel, a school teacher, 
June 2, 1938; another charging em- 
bezzlement of that amount, and a 
third charging another false entry 
June 29 by which the money. was 
returned to Miss Ruppel’s account. 


Bank Lost Nothing. 


It is. charged’ in the indictment 
that the money was transferred’ to 
the account of Schenberg’s Market, 
Ine., a retail grocery company, to 
cover an overdraft of approximate- 
ly the same amount against the 
company. The bank lost nothing in 
the alleged transactions, since the 
standing of,Miss Ruppel's. account, 
was the same before and-after the 
two false entries whigiare charged. 

Federal. bank € rs who 
questioned Munsch nvestiga- 
tion said he denied any embezzile- 
ment or false entries. He told them, 
they reported, that he had advanced 
$10,000 of his personal funds to the 
grocery company and had accepted 
the note of an officer of the com- 
pany for that amount. 

The grocery company filed a pe- 
tition for reorganization under. the 
Bankruptcy Act in September, 1938. 
At that time, Munsch told the ex- 
aminers, he presented the note and 
a claim for $10,000 to the Federal 
court in charge of the reorganiza- 
tion and the claim was allowed. 

Munsch, who resides at 3428 lowa 
avenue, was released on $5000 bond 
signed by a professienal bondsman, 
The charges against him carry a 
maximum penalty of five years’ im- 
prisonment and a $5000 fine on each 
of the three counts.

Nature of Fault Not Known. 

The fact that rocks in the Grigg 
region are covered by soil has pre- 
vented gathering of geological in- 
formation. Father Macelwane said, 
therefore, that it could not be as- 
certained which way the fault ran 
or whether it was vertical or flat. 
It was assumed yesterday, before 
the check showed direction of the 
epicenter from St. Louis, that the 
quake centered near Crystal City- 
Festus, ‘Mo., in the vicinity of the 
known St. Mary’s fault. The seis- 
mologist asserted there was no indi- 
cation of a connection between the 
Grigg disturbance and the St. 
Mary’s fault. 

Epicenter is the point on the 
earth’s surface directly above the 
point of origin of a quake. Father 
Macelwane has not received suffi- 
cient data to indicate depth of the 
center, or point of origin in the 
earth. Average depth of a fault is 
about 10 miles, but range may be 
from perhaps five to 500 miles.

QUAKE DESTROYED 16 VILLAGES 
IN TURKEY, WRECKED OTHERS 


Broken Communications Delay Re - 
ports. on Casualties, But Many 
Were Killed or Injured. 

ANKARA, Turkey, Nov. 24 (AP). 
—Destruction of 16 villages, the 
wrecking of many more and the 
leveling of more than 1000 build- 
ings by a series of nine earth 
shocks yesterday were described 
today in delayed reports from 
stricken areas in Eastern Turkey. 

The casualty list was incomplete, 
due to broken communication lines, 
but 43 persons were killed and 
great numbers seriously injured 
in Erzingan alone. 

Erzingan is at the eastern edge 
of Anatolia. Some 80 miles south- 
edst of there, im Armenia in the 
Bashkeuy district, four women and 
11 children were killed when bu- 
ried in wreckage.

Fritz 
Kuhn once called “my Golden An- 
gel,” bluntly and repeatedly contra- 
dicted the German-American Bund 
leaders’ testimony today when she 
was called as a rebuttal witness at 
Kuhn’s trial on a grand larceny 


charge. 
Both sides rested shortly after 


she left the stand. 
Judge James G. Wallace later dis- 
missed five of the 10 counts in the 


indictment against Kuhn, leaving 
the Bundesfuehrer charged with 
the: misappropriation of $1217 in 
bund funds, instead of the $5641 
originally alleged. . 

Judge Wallace made his ruling 
after hearing arguments of coun- 
sel in the absence of the jury. 

Mrs, Camp testified that Kuhn 
urged her to divorce. her husband, 
Charles, and bring her furniture to 
New York so that they could use it 
after their marriage. Kuhn already 
was married and the father of two 
children. 

Hatded a copy of Kuhn’s initial 
love letter, in which he vowed he 
was “terrible.if. love” with her, 
Mis. Camp-said: she saw. “no fun” 
in the note. Kuhn had testified 
that he wrote it “all in fun’ on the 
night of a ship’s party, aoard the 
S. 8S. Westernland. } 


Says She Gave Kuhn $600. 


Under questioning. by the Court, 
Mrs. Camp said she gave Kuhn a 
total of $600 in cash, including $250 
in Reno, $250 in Los Angeles and 
$100 elsewhere, contradicting her 
earlier denial that she gave him 
$565.65. 

The testimony appeared to sup- 
port Kuhn’s assertion that the 
eeney he spent for transportation 
of Mrs. Camp’s furniture was re- 
paid by her and that he returned 
it to the bund account. 

The witness, smartly dressed in a 

black ensemble with a bustle- 
backed dress, identified a platinum 
diamond ring, which Kuhn said he 
bought for $240 for his wife, as one 
Kuhn gave to her “for an engage- 
ment ring” in San Francisco in 
August, 1938. 
_ Mrs. Camp, whom Kuhn had de- 
scribed as a “patriotic lady” inter- 
ested in supporting the bund, said 
she had never contributed to the 
bund, had never become a member 
of the women’s auxiliary and had 
never. even sympathized with it. 

“I knew nothing about the bund,” 
she said in so low a voice that the 
Court told her to raise her voice. 


Another Contradiction.

These defense expenditures, the 
President indicated at a press con- 
ference will be in excess of $2,000,- 
000,000 but probably not as high 
at $2,300,000,000. He differentiated, 
incidentally, between appropria- 
tions and expenditures for defense. 

Questions about business and tax- 
ation led the President into a dis- 
cussion of defense and its financ- 
ing. 

Of course, he said, the objective 
of the administration was to cut 
down all expenditures which possi- 
bly could be whittled at the pres- 
ent time. 

Assuming that reductions could 
be made in the budget, that Con- 
gress did not appropriate large 
amounts beyond the budget esti- 
mates, and that tax revenues con- 
tinued to increase as they are now, 
the President said the result would 
be a reduction in this year’s deficit. 

But undoubtedly because of the 
world situation, Roosevelt con- 
tinued, a larger amount must be 
provided for defense—about $500,- 
000,000 more than was available 
this year.

It is interesting that the British 
statement, which was made here 
after the Dutch statement last 
night, made no effort to deny that 
Stevens and Best were British 
agents. 

Returning to the question of who 
was trapped and how big game was 
bagged by Himmler’s Gestapo, spec- 
ulation inevitably focused on what 
role Goering, actually or by simu- 
lation, may have played in the mis- 
carried peace talks. Persistent ru- 
mors have portrayed Goering both 
as dissatisfied with the radical 


wing of the Nazis in their mania 
\for prosecuting the Western war 
to its bitter end and as inclined to 
‘sound out the prospects for a se- 
| cret peace deal which would leave 
him supreme in Germany, | 
Distrust in Nazi Circles. 

It is common knowledge that 
deep distrust and mutual dislike 
long has existed between Goering, 
on the one hand, and Himmler and 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, on the other. The Nazis’ 
war defense council is headed by 
Goering, but neither Himmler nor 
Von Ribbentrop is included among 
the five other members. Both of 
these men are also prontinent Nazi 
extremists, whereas Goering - is 
much more concerned over the’ 
preservation of the German army. 

This is why the linking of the 
kidnaping of the British agents to 
a secret Nazi peace overture may 
be an important key to a behind- 
the-scenes struggle for power be- 
tween Nazi leaders. 

Has Goering been trapped by 
Himmler? Was the Munich bomb 
explosion coneocted for that: or a 
similar purpose? About the only 
certainty here appears to be the 
fact that the kidnaping of Stevens 
and Best is involved with the 
greatest mystery this war ‘has yet 
produced.

A final check on results of the 
quake confirmed first impressions.

About 40,000 more calls than nor- 
mal were handled by the Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. in the hour 
following the quake, the company 
estimated today.

Group Headed by N. M. 
Rothschild & Sons to As- 
sist Those Denied Credit 
Under Neutrality Act. 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP).—A pow- 
erful British banking group headed 
by N. M. Rothschild & Sons has 
been organized to help importers of 
United States goods to whom credit 
has been refused because of the 
American Neutrality Law. 

The Financial Times announced 
the news, saying it might have an 
important permanent influence on 
British-American trading relations. 

Assistance by the group, called 
the New Trading Co., would vary 
with the needs of individual im- 
porters, the Financial Time said. 
It said the group could arrange for 
the exchange control to pay for 
goods in the United States before 
shipment. 

In general, it said, the group will 
have the effect of replacing the 
financing of British imports by 
American banks which are prohib-

Britain Reported in U. §. Market 
for $6,000,000 in Steel. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
The British Government is reported 
to be trying to buy in the United 
States 200,000 tons of steel ingots 
and semifinished steel. 

The dollar value of orders placed 
or about to be placed is estimated 
at $6,000,000 to $8,000,000. Some con- 
tracts were closed this week, it is 
said. 

The British Government made in- 
quiries for an identical amount of 
steel just after the outbreak of 
war, based on last June’s export 
quotations, but when leading steel 
companies raised export quotations, 
the British offer was withdrawn. 

It was then said England had 
enough steel on hand to last at 
least through six months of seri- 
ous warfare. Recent advices from 
abroad indicete England is - still 
offering steel for export, these 
sources said, although it was as 
sumed that policy might be partly 
due to political and foreign ex- 
change exigencies. 

Early this week England was re- 
ported to have ordered $15,000,000 
in scrap iron here.

The greatest earthquake this part 
of the country has known, occu 
Dec. 15, 1811, centering at New Mad- 
rid, 90 miles southeast of 5t. 
Marys. A dramatic account of 
it is contained in the book, “Missis- 
sippi Steamboatin’,” by Herbert and, 
Edward Quick, which tells of the 
first voyage of the first steamboat 
in western waters, the New Or- 
leans, built by Nicholas J. Roose- 
velt at Pittsburgh. 

Heading south, the New Orleans 
had just anchored below the falls 
of the Ohio at Louisville, Ky., when 
great waves sprang up and bluffs 
crumbled in the first shock of the 
earthquake, which was felt 
throughout the Mississippi and 
Ohio valleys and all the way to 
the eastern seaboard. At Cairo, IIl., 
the voyagers found the bottom 
lands flooded as one of the results. 


“Shaken by repeated shocks,” 
says the book, “her company nerv~- 
ous, sleepless and morose, the New 
Orleans still continued her voyage 
in spite of the inauspicious signs.

Mattingly’s statement related 


that Strecker rang the door bell at 
Lamm’s honie, struck La.nm once 
in the face when he came to the 
door and departed immediaitety in 
his automobile. Mattingly said he 
hit Lamm once at the door when 
Lamm started to “call me a name,” 
and that he knocked Lamm down 
when the latter followed him to the 
street. He denied kicking Lamm 
after he was down. Strecker ad- 
mitted being present, but denied 
striking Lamm, police said. 

Mrs. Besselman, who is distantly 
related to Mattingly by marriage, 
testified she had known Lamm four 
years and that he had beaten her 
after a quarrel Nov. 12 at her home, 
521A St. Joseph street. She had 
been arrested for peace disturbance 
and was in a police station hold- 
over when the beating of Lamm oc- 
curred. Police learned of this beat- 
ing when they went to his home to 
arrest him on charges preferred by 
Mrs. Besselman. 

Mrs. Besselman testified she had 
not asked Strecker to beat Lamm, 
adding that she had quarreled fre- 
quently with him and that she con- 
sidered the quarrels “nobody else’s 
business.” Se admitted serving 18 
months of a 10-year penitentiary 
sentence for killing her husband, 
James Eason, in 1927.

‘TTH PROMISE OF ECONOMY’ 
DERIDED BY VANDENBERG 


Comments on Reports Administra- 
tion Seeks to Cut Expendi- 
tures by $1,000,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP). — 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, derided today what he called 


the New Deal’s “seventh annual 
promise of Federal economy.” 

He said reports that administra- 
tion leaders were seeking to trim 
$1,000,000,000 off Government ex- 
penditures next year appeared to be 
“a death-bed repentance in the 
presence of 1940 retribution.”

Mr. Tucker knows what he is talking about, and 
his letter, so far as it goes, commands substantial 
agreement from all students .of the smoke problem. 
The other contribution was made by Erastus Wells, 
the son of Rolla Wells, under whose administration 
the mud was taken out of St. Louis water. Mr. Wells, 
who has been active for many years in the movement 
to eliminate smoke, approaches the problem in a less 
conventional manner than Mr, Tucker does. 
Like many other citizens, Mr. Wells is apparently 
persuaded that the time has come for heroic meas- 
ures. He, like many others, while fully aware of the 
great complexities that lie in the path of a solution 
of the smoke evil, feels that human ingenuity is 
equal to the task—and that, unless human ingenuity 
functions, the deterioration of the city will proceed 
in dangerous degree. 
Mr. Wells throws out interesting suggestions. He 
says a solution may be found in the erection of a 
city-owned and city-operated processing plant in 
Southern Illinois. As an alternative, he visualizes 
the possibility that a supply of processed fuel may 
be provided by private capital. Both these ideas are 
within the range of possibility. 
Mr. Wells advances the further idea—and it is a 
dramatic and arresting one—that “the city could 
enter the smokeless fuel business, acquire such fuel 
in the open market and absorb freight and door-to- 
door delivery charge, thereby bringing the cost to the 
consumer down near that of soft coal.” The city 
collects garbage. Why can’t it deliver smokeless fuel? 
This plan has its objections. It has its cost. It 
would have bitter opposition from interests which 
would be adversely affected. But, considering that 
a large part of the cost of fuel is the expense of 
hauling it from the mines, the expense of handling 
and the profits that go to various middlemen, dis- 
tribution is a vital factor in ultimate price. 
We feel sure that Mr. Tucker—and the Mayor, for 
the Mayor is the person upon whom rests the burden 
of establishing major civic policies—will consider Mr. 
Wells’ suggestion worthy of profound consideration. 
But Mr. Wells’ suggestions, first, for a possible 
city-owned coking plant and, second, for a city-owned 
distribution system, are dependent upon a supply of 
smokeless fuel. 
Mr. Tucker reminds us that the University of Ili- 
nois is experimenting with a process to transform 
Illinois coal into smokeless briquettes. True enough 
and a hopeful sign. But there is no assurance that 
the experiments will be successful; no one knows how 
long it will be, if they are successful, before the fuel 
is available. 
Must St. Louis, in the meantime, call upon its re- 
serves of patience and sit with folded hands? 

Mr. Tucker knows fuels. Are there no fuels al- 
ready on the market that, first, are smokeless and, 


price that would make them available to the poor? 

And while we are talking about the poor, Mr. 
Tucker is, of course, aware, that the subject of price 
has some fantastic angles. We refer, for example, to 
the fact that the very poorest of the poor—those who 
buy the dirtiest Illinois coal by the bushel-basket, 
pay for it in the dead of winter at the rate of about 
$8 to $10 per ton. 

That is approximately the market price for the high- 
est grade coke. And yet Mr. Tucker and all the rest 
of us have let price be the bogy-man of the smoke 
problem. 

With all regard for Mr. Tucker’s difficulties, we

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WHY SOUTHWEST HIGH BUYS ITS POWER. 

The Missouri Legislature is not the only public 
body the Union Electric Co. has been able to influ- 
ence. The Post-Dispatch disclosed yesterday- how 
this utility had its way with the St. Louis Board 
of Education in 1936. 

The issue was whether the board should install an 
electric generating plant in the Southwest High 
School or purchase electricity for the school from 
the Union Electric. If it installed a generating plant,

similar plants in all St. Louis high schools but one. 

John L, Carlisle, the board’s chief engineer, rée- 
ommended installation of the generating plant. So 
did P. B. Baumes, engineer, chosen by the board 
to make an independent study, So did Dean A, 8. 
Langsdorf of the Washington University School of 
Engineering. So did Edward BE. Wall, Director of 
Public Utilities for the City of St. Louis. 

Yet the board, by a vote of 7 to 5, disregarded all 
this expert counsel and accepted thé assurances of 
the Union Electric that purchase would be cheaper. 
Now the board is confronted with the fact that the 
power purchased during the last two years has cost 
$13,884, or nearly twice the amount which Union 
Electric said it would coat. 

Mr. Sheahan of the Board of Sducation | says & 
comparison of the cost of purchased power for South- 
west High School with the cost of power in schools 
with generating plants will “determine once and for 
all which is cheaper.” So it will. But why could not 
this study have been made before the board spent ap- 
proximately half as much buying power as it would 
have cost to install a generating plant that would 
last 20 to 40 years?

GOATS FOR DISTRESSED FARMERS. 

The plight of distressed Southern farmers has at- 
tracted many experts, both economists and agrono- 
mists, without more than partial success to date. A 
new idea now is projected into the disctission by Tus- 
kegee Institute—the suggestion that goats may be 
able to help solve their problems. 3 

If the right species of goat can be found, that is. 
Cows are rare among the low-income farm group in 
the South because of their relatively high first cost 
and the expense of feeding and care. Therefore, a 
hardy and self-sustaining variety of goat, able to 
forage for itself and still be a generous producer of 
milk, must be developed. So Tuskegee scientists have 
crossed an imported pedigreed variety with the rough- 


}and-ready Alabatha strain of scrubby nanny goat, and 


their observations of the first few generations are 
promising. The rural families which are keeping 
the offspring of this mating of aristocrat and plebeian 
are reported enthusiastic about the experiment. 

An animal that will eat virtually anything—briars, 
brambles, weeds, vines—and produce nutritious milk

Democracy Wins in a Laboratory Test

has beén equally puzzling to psychologists, 
among them Dr. Kurt Lewin, who formerly 
taught at the University of Berlin and is 
now associated with the University of Iowa’s 
world-famed Child Welfare Station. 

Why not, asked Dr. Lewin, try to get 
laboratory answers to some of the questions 
posed by Fascism? Why not create condi- 
tions of authority which would approximate 
Fascism, democracy and anarchy? Then 
subject the psychologist’s best guinea pig 
—the child—to those conditions and see how 
he reacted? 

Lewin, with the help of Ronald Lippitt 
and Ralph White, selected children from 
Iowa City grade schools. The children were 
told that clubs were being formed where 
they would make model airplanes, theatrical 
masks, furniture. Those who wanted to join 
should raise their hands. From those who 
volunteered, four groups of five children 
were selected. Scholastic ability, social rela- 
tionships, family background and other such 
factors were checked for each child in an 
effort to make the groups as nearly alike 
as possible. 

It was up to leaders, graduate students 
in psychology, to duplicate three sets of con- 
ditions. At six club meetings, the 10-year- 
olds would work under democratic condi- 
tions. In a second period, they. would be 
under authoritarian or Fascist conditions, 
and for the balance of the time under laissez- 
faire or anarchy. Ten observers kept club 
meetings under minute observations. Steno- 
graphic records were made of all conversa- 
tions, and the movie camera made another 
record. 

Under authoritarian conditions, the leader 
determined all policy and directed all actions, 
In democracy, the leader gave club members 
various alternatives and let“them vote on 
procedure. Under anarchy, the leader an- 
swered only those questions that were put 
directly to him. 

During the Fascist club periods, the chil- 
dren seldom smiled and rarely spoke. The 
same air of tensertess prevailed that many 
tourists have noted in German ‘railway 
coaches. Children did what they were told 
to do, but stopped work immediately the 
leader left the room.

This spirit 
of robust freedom in the anarchist groups 
gradually gave way to complete boredom. 
Statistical summations, not yet complete, 
gave an even more revealing picture. There 
were 40 times as many hostile acts under 
Fascist conditions as under democracy, Un- 
der Fascism, 70 per cent of all utterances 
were “I” centered rather than “we” centered. 


For the democratic groups, this figure was 


only 30 per cent. Under Fascism, there was 
marked submission to the leader and “scape- 
goat” situations arose twice in authoritarian 
groups. At different times, the whole group 
ganged up on a single luckless youngster, 
making life so unpleasant that he dropped 
club membership. 

Work accomplished, negligible under an- 
archy, was about the same for Fascism and 
democracy, This fact surprised sponsors of 
the experiment... They expected authoritarian 
efficiency to outstrip democracy by far. 

Votes and interviews after the last club 
meetings gave more facts. Children invari- 
ably elected their democratic leaders most 
popular, although that same leader might 
have performed the authoritarian role with 
another club. Only one out of 20 children 
—the son of an army officer—preferred 
Fascism to democracy. Seven out of 10 pre- 
ferred anarchy to Fascism. A typical com- 
ment on an authoritarian leader: “We didn’t 
have any fun with him.” Of an anarchist 
leader: “He was too easy-going.” 

Disposal of the products made offered an- 
other sidelight. In an orderly manner, the 
democratic groups voted to give the leader 
one of the theatrical masks the club had 
made, and voted disposition of the others. In 
authoritarian groups, there was much bick- 
ering. One child finally snatched a mask 
and in a fury smashed it to pieces. 

Dr. Lewin is cautious as to conclusions, but 
one thi seems to be clear, Best results 
in the field of education will come, not from 
thé ironfisted schoolmaster of tradition, and 
not from radical progressive schools which 
allow complete child freedom.

PRESIDENT LIKELY 
TO FIGHT FOR PLAN 


Statement of Aims of U. S. 
Made by State Secre- 
tary’s Aid in Address to 
Governors. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2% (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull described 
the administration’s reciprocal 
trade program today as being the 
chief cornerstone of world peace. 

Hig press conference statement 
added official weight to indica- 
tions that the administration want- 
ed to retain the program as a basis 
for lasting peace when the war 
in Europe was ended. 

Hull asserted that the program, 


gcheduled to expire next June, 
would be the foundation for any 


such real peace. 
He was asked whether he knew 


of suggestions in Congress that 
the trade program be allowed to 
lapse, with the idea of renewing it 
after the 1940 election. Declining 


to make a direct answer, Hull said 
that, as usual, he would have a 
full discusison with congressional 
leaders regarding all matters of 
foreign policy. 

Hull said also that the reciprocal 
trade treaties were designed to in- 
crease domestic employment. He 
told reporters to contrast the ex- 
isting system with the Smoot-Haw. 
ley Tariff Act, which, Hull declared, 
had thrown between 10,000,000 and 
12,000,000 persons out of work, 

The entire policy, he continued, 
was developed to meet an extreme 
economic condition. He said it was 
based on the premise of offering 
the farmer, the laborer and other 
groups a fair return for their work. 

World Aims of U. 8. 

Some Democratic Senators had 
hoped that the question of renew- 
ing the Trade Treaty Act, which 
expires next June 12, would not be 
raised until] after the 1940 election. 

But George 8. Messersmith, As- 
sistant Secretary of State, told the 
New England Governors Confer- 
ence at Boston yesterday that when 
the war has ended: 

“We must help to restore trade 
relations on a rational basis of non- 
discriminatory treatment, follow- 
ing the course outlined by our trade 
agreements program—which de- 
spite vast obstacles has achieved 
substantial results and has demon- 
strated to all countries a universal- 
ly applicable and practical means 
of freeing trade from the restric- 
tions that have all but strangled it 
in recent years. 

Would Promote Peace. 

“In short, we must be prepared, 
by assisting in the promotion of 
healthy economic relationships at 
home and abroad, to play our part 
toward creatingand maintaining a 
more stable basis for peace.” 

Messersmith placed at the top of 
his list of “cardinal points” of 
American foreign policy “the earn- 
est desire of our Government to re- 
main at peace.” 

He declared also: “There is vir- 
tually no chance of the United 
States becoming involved (in the 
war in Europe) unless we are chal- 
lenged beyond endurance by overt 
acts of violence directed against 
us by a warring Government.” 

The “cardinal points” as outlined 
by Messersmith include these: 

“While war is in progress we are

Incidentally, the only German air 
attack on a British convoy which 
has been reported was driven off 
by shore-based aviation. 


Ships vs. Planes. 


There has been no solution of 
the battleship-airplane controversy. 
German air attacks on British 
warships appear to have inflicted 
only minor damage, if British re- 
ports are to be trusted rather than 
German. 

It may be well to remark that in 
this particular connection the re- 
ports of both sides are likely to be 
very carefully edited. Nothing could 
be more damaging to British 
morale than any suggestion that 
German air power is a real threat 
to British sea power. Conversely, 
nothing could give German morale 
a greater “lift.” Thus, careful ex- 
amination of the available evidence 
makes it appear likely that the in- 
juries inflicted by German raiders 
on the British cruisers Edinburgh 
and Southampton in the Firth of 
Forth was somewhat more sérious 
than the Britisn communique ad- 
mitted. On the other hand, there 
is definite proof that the German

tles of the Somme. I remember the 
tide of wounded which flowed down 
there in July, 1916. This sister, 
now a matron, much décorated, 
was ready for 300 wounded. One 
thousand arrived that day in 1916 
and thousands afterward. The 
surgeons were working without re- 
spite. 

Now, in this strange war, which 
has hardly begun on the Western 
front after three months, this 
matron and her staff of sisters 
have nothing to do, so far as 
nursing is concerned, in a small 
French village remote from any 
large town. 

“We are glad there are no casual- 
ties,” she said, “but this inactivity 
is a bit trying, especially for the 
younger ones. They are stranded 
as though on a desert island.” 

By military regulations, they are 
not allowed out after 7 o’clock at 
night. In any case, there is no 
society available, and so they sit 
and knit or listen to the wireless 
interminably. The problem of 
getting a bath now and then as- 
sumed considerable importance. It 
was solved for a time by the dis- 
covery of a pre-war bath in an 
old barn belonging to another unit. 
The officer, a man of tact and 
chivalry, invited them to tea and 
posted a sentry outside the barn 
while they made use of the op- 
portunity. Now that unit has 
moved and they are back to their 
sponge and wash-basins. Outside 
in their yard is a fleet of ambu- 
lances with a mobile: repair shop, 
ready to move at short notice when 
Adolf Hitler decides to attack on 
the Western front. .

These prob- 
lems May, in certain casés, become 
issues of life and death if, for ex- 
ample, the war at sea becomes so 
fierce that some of the Northern 
neutrals are theatened with starva- 
tion. 

The time may come when thé 
other neutrals may decide that ele- 
mentary considerations of human- 
ity make it necessary to insist that 
the belligerents allow them a free 
passage through the zone of com- 
bat in order to take food and in- 
dispensable supplies to the small 
neutrals, If they could speak as 
the community of neutrals, and per- 
haps with the moral support of the 
Pope, they would speak with an 
authority that may insure the re- 
sult. 

But it is not for the war alone 
that the solidarity of the neutrals 
is greatly to be desired. Their soli- 
darity is necessary to an early 
peace and indispensable to a good 
peace. For an early peace means 
a peace made without engaging a 
supreme battle between the land 
and air forces. 

If such a peace is to be made, 
the prime question that must be 
settled before an armistice could be 
made is how to provide military 
guarantees against a renewal of the 
war. For the armed forces on both 
sides will be intact, and, therefore, 
capable of striking.

It may be that the neutrals alone 
can provide a means of removing 
what would be an otherwise insvu- 
perable obstacle to an armistice be- 
tween unbeaten military forces. 
For they might become the custo- 
dians with whom the belligerents 
could deposit their offensive weap- 
ons, and bombing planes, the sub- 
marines, the heavy artillery and 
the big tanks. And they might ac- 
cept the responsibility of seeing 


that the civilian populations are| 


not starved and ruined, as they 
were after the armistice of 1918, by 
a continuation of the blockade, 

If the union of the neutrals is 
necessary to an early peace, it is 
even more necessary to a good one. 
For no good peace is conceivable 
in Europe, and therefore in the 
world, which does not establish a 
federal union in Europe. This 
means that the European neutrals 
must participate in the peace con- 
ference as constituent nations of 
the union. The more they have be- 
come united in war, the more ready 
and able they will be to play their 
part in the peace. 


Moreover, the European union 
must necessarily have a working 
relationship with the American na- 
tions. That relationship will be 
one thing if the European union is 
confined to the great Powers who 
are now at war. It will be a more 
wholesome and a more enduring re- 
lationship, less open to suspicion 
and timid contrariness, if the Eu- 
ropean neutrals play a great role 
in organizing the union and direct- 
ing it.

In the back seat is one of 

those movie officials who gnaw on 
long black cigars. The chauffeur 
of the hearse-like auto almost runs 
down one of the hired hands on the 
lot leisurely engaged in sweeping 
the street. The cigar-gnawer pokes 
his head out the window, bawls, 
“Why dontcha look what you're 
doing? You big dumb so-and-so.” 
The car moves on. The street- 
sweeper leans on his broom, shakes 
his noodle, mutters, “The guy what 
didn’t take up Deanna Durbin’s 
option—and he calls me dumb,” and 
goes on with his work. 

I give you this bit of Hollywood

Yesterday I had lunch with the 
fabulous Deanna who last year 
indorsed a quarter of a million dol- 
lars in pay checks, bonus checks 
and checks from the sale of mer- 
chandise to which she has loaned 
her famous and euphonious name. 

She is pretty—but not beautiful. 
She seems to possess something 


jmore than her portion of common 


sense, without being precocious, 
She answers questions without hesi- 
tation—and without enthusiasm— 
and left to her own telling the story 
of her life would read something 
like this: “I was born in Canada, 
went to school in Los Angeles, was 
signed by one movie studio for a 
picture that was never made. Now 
I've been with Universal a couple 
of years and I’m doing all right.”

Born in Winnipeg, Canada, on 
Dec. 4, 1922, the daughter of rail- 
road man James Durbin and his 
wife, Ada, the heroine of this Cin- 
derella classic, as all good Durbin 
fans know by now, was originally 
named Edna Mae.

At the second trick a low dia- 
mond should be led from the dum- 
my and South should finesse his 
eight. Even if this loses to-the dia- 
mond queen, the diamond nine and 
king assure entries for the proper 
play of the clubs. Furthermore, 
South is well prepared, in the <vent 
that West gains the lead, for any re- 
turn: A spade return assures South 
of making a trick with his queen, 
and a heart return gives South a 
third stopper in the suit.
